j.Iay  17  that  7  farms  already  have  loeen  cleaned  up  by  Goverr;- 
ment  cloan-up  crews  and  339  orders  to  clean  up    served  or. 
landovmers  who  have  either  refused  to  clean  up  or  have  don^ 
an  unsatisfactory  joh,    C .P.lTorgord,  assistant  coraiaissior.- 
er  of  farms  and  markets,  JJew  York,  says  that  many  farmers 
are  getting  "busy  as  soon  a;3  they  receive  their    notice  ani. 
are  making  their  clean-up  satisfactory  in  the  43  hours  allowed  them.      It  ;.3 
estimated  that  only  ahout  10  per  cent  of  these  farms  where  notices  have  beev 
served  v/ill  have  to  be  cl="aned  up  by  the  Government. 

The  other  States  are  also  pushing  the  campaign  hard  to  mak:< 
it  a  100  per  cent  cloan-up  on  all  the  2,500,000  acres  of  cornland,  "You  ms.-- 
say  to  the  v/or]d  that  Ilichigeji  will  do  her  share  in  the  putting  of  a  crimp  Ic 
the  European  corn  borer  that  he  will  not  get  over  in  a  good  many  years,"  says 
A,  C.  Carton  of  the  Llichigan  State  department  of  agriculture,  "Everybody  cor., 
nected  with  this  work  in  Llichigan  is  doing  his  beat,  and  th^s  farmers  arc  alj, 
proud  of  the  clean  fields  wiiich  they  are  leaving  behind  them  after  the  clean- 
up work  is  completed." 

In  Pennsylvania,  C,  G.  Jordan,  secretary  of  afo^iculture ,  ro, 
ports,  "All  the  information  I  get  from  Federal  men,  State  men,  and  individ- 
ual farmers  is  that  the  work  is  being  done  most  completely  and  enijhusiasti- 
cally.    You  can  rest  ass-ured  that  we  will  go  the  limit." 

Ohio  and  Indiana  are  giving  the  campaign  whole-hearted  sup. 
port  through  their  State  departments  of  agrici^lture,  the  extension  divisions 
of  their  State  agricultural  coll'=ges,  local  corn-borer  officials,  and  fam- 
ers.    They  have  the  clean-up  in  full  swing,  and  are  pushing  it  with  detprm:.- 
nation  and  vigor.

THERE  WILL  BE  l.'O  IiiiLF  ■■■AY  in  clean-ups.    A  farmer  either 
gets  across  and  collects  his  extra-labor  fee,  or  he  falls 
down  and  pays  the  cost  of  a  Ck)verninent  clean-up.  I'Ir. 
V/orthley  in  his  instructions  to  supervisors  said,  "There 
is  a  point  that  nrast  he  absolutely  understood:  You  can't 
v/ork  on  a  man's  place  and  pay  him  too.    Ho  one  is  going 
r^to  abor  fee  who  has  not  done  the  job;  if 

wo  have  to  go  in  and  do  ANY  work  on  the  place  he  has  not 
done  the  job,"    This  does  not  refer  to  the  use  of  stubble 
pulverizers.    The  Government  has  an  agreement  with  the  farmer  by  v/hich  the 
charges  fcr  this  are  deducted  from  the  extra-labor  fee. 

A  farmer  v/ill  be  given  every  chance  to  clean  up  his  ov/n 
fields  and  pass  inspection.    A  large  part  of  the  ;ac, 000,000  appropriated 
by  Congress  has  been  set  aside  to  pay  the  farmers  for  this  clean-up.  Forty- 
eight  hours'  nttice  v.'ill  be  given  the  farmer  before  the  clean-up  crew  comes 
to  his  farm  and  if  he  can  even  then  finish  up  or  make  a  good  start  on  the 
job,  he  will  be  allowed  to  finish  and  collect  his  extra-labor  fee.      The  cost 
of  all  work  done  on  the  land  will  be  charged  to  the  owner  and  collected  as 
taxes. 


EIJG-IIIEEHIICG       Nine  agricultural  engineers  have  been  appointed  as  special  in- 
IKSTKUCTIOH        structors  to  the  machine  tporators  of  the  Govcrnjncnt  clean-up 
crows.    They  will  travel  through  the  clean-up  area,  teaching 
the  best  methods  of  adjustment  for  doing  a  satisfactory  job  of  plowing  for 
control  of  the  borer,    C.O.Recd,  in  charge  of  engineering  and  equipment,  says 
there  are  two  reasons  for  bending  every  effort  to  do  a  good  job;  first,  it  is 
the  only  means  to  get  the  corn  borer,  and  second,  the  v/ork  done  by  the  Govern- 
ment operatjrs  will  have  an  influence  upon  the  farmer  and  what  ho  does  wi!ili 
his  ovm  equipment, 

117  EXEMTTEI)       Farmers  v/hosc  wheat  fields  have  been  exempted  must  still  com- 
\VKEAT  AKEAS       pljr  with  the  regalations  in  everj--  other  way.    He  must  rake  and 

burn  or  otherwise  destroy  all  cornstalks  or  debris  around  the 
barn  or  elsewhere  around  the  farm  and  take  care  of  cornfields  not  sown  to 
v/hcat  in  the  regular  v/ay  by  plowing, 

OLEAIT-UP  on  Kelleys  Island,  whore  the  European  corn  borer  v/as  first  dis- 

KEILEYS  ISL^.ND     covered  in  Ohio  in  1921,  went  after  that  borer's  descenditnts 

recently  with  the  aid  of  40  Sandusky  Kiv/anians,  Equipped 
with  hoes,  rakus,  and  pitchforks,  the  Kiwanians  and  about  20  islanders  made 
short  work  of  a  2-acre  piece  of  standing  corn  on  an  abandoned  farm.    A  nuv/s- 
reel  photographer  ground  out  film  as  they  hoed  and  ralced  and  burned. 

Two  years  ago  nearly  every  other  cornatalk  on  the  island  har- 
bored a  borer.    By  a  coi^nunity  clean-up  and  burning,  the  islanders  reduced  the 
borer  infestation  to  28  per  cent.    Reinf estation  from  the  mainland  and  probabl^r 
from  Canada  accounted  for  much  of  the  28  per  cent,  entomologists  say.  The 
island's  50  acres  of  cornland  will  scon  be  ready  to  meet  the  corn-borer  regu- 
lations. 
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V/OHTHLSY  imi'TS  FOR  BOI^EH 

Lucas  County  is  getting  so  \;ell  cleaned  up  that  Fir. 
V/orthley  has  to  hunt  for  even  a  demonstration  borer. 
Lucas  County  is  the  section  to  \7hich  many  people  have 
been  taken  to  see  why  it  is  necessary  to  destroy  1^0 
per  cent  of  the  stalks  in  the  field.     Last  v/eek  the 
editors  were  shovm  a  10-acre  field  that  had  "been  partlj'- 
cleaned  up  where  there  were  still  3,500  borers  to  the  acre 
or  35,000  on  debris  left  on  the  surface  of  tlie  field.  How, 
says  Jllr.  Worthley,  "^^e  people  of  Lucas  County  are  cleaning  up  so  well  that 
it  is  bothering  us  to  some  extent  to  find  a  place  where  there  is  enough  work 
left  undone  to  show  the  people." 

V/ITH  THE  COUliTY  SLTERVISOR 

OHIO        Supervisor  in  V/ayne  and  Koliaes  Counties  reports,  "Everything  is 

going  fine  in  this  territory." 
In  Huron  County,  the  supervisor  reports  that  all  his  inspectors  have  fin- 
ished their  first  inspection  and  farmers  throughout  the  county  are  shov/ing 
a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation. 

V/ork  in  i.ledina  and  Ottawa  Counties  progresses  satisfactorily. 

inCHIC-AIT      Lapeer  County  reports,  "VVork  is  progressing  fine.    ITearly  all 

resident  farmers  and  tenants  arc  working  overtime  to  comply 
with  requirements." 

Supervisor  in  Saginaw  and  Bay  Counties  reports  a  whole-heart od 
cooperation  among  the  farmers.     "The  ready  response  of  the  farmers  in  deal- 
ing v;ith  the  situation  is  evidently  due  to  the  educational  work  of  the  ccuiity 
agricultural  agent  and  his  assistant." 

From  the  supervisor  in  Brc.nch  County  comos  the  word  of  the  farri- 
ers'  successful  progress  v;ith  the  work, 

r.illsdale  County  reports,  "With  the  improvement  of  weather  con- 
ditions, farmers  are  making  good  tiiae  in  the  cloan-up." 

Iiuron  Coianty  reports,  "Had  a  conforcnco  of  all  my  inspectors 
this  v/eok  and  am  well  satisfied  v/ith  the  progress  of  the  work." 

NSW  YORK     Erie  Coujity  reports,  "Farmers  have  been  somewhat  handicapped  "by 
weather  conditions  but  will  got  cleaned  up  O.K." 

P^u^irSY LYANIA     The  supervisor  in  Erie  County  reports  "Work  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.    Have  tv/o  scavenger  crews  at  vz-jrk  in  cities 
and. towns  in  the  coionty," 

Crav/f ord  County  reports  "Farmers  are  very  busy  ajid  are  doing 
all  in  their  pov/e:.-  to  get  the  w-jrk  done,  lliey  are  taking  advantage  of  good 
weather,  and  every  day  sees  the  corn  remnants  decreasing  by  many  acres.  In 
dry  sections  of  the  co^anty  practically  all  corn  refuse  is  cleaned  up." 
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FAKRELL  REVIEWS  THE  EDUCATIONAL  CAI.TAIGN 

G.E.Farrell,  in  charge  of  corn-"borf?r  rducational  w^rlc,.  mak^s 
the  filliwing  statement: 

"The  corn-horer  educational  campaign  for  thn  rntire  area  has 
been  an  out stajiding  success  to  date.      In  the  area  of  heav;/  corn  acreages 
more  difficuly  has  naturally  been  experienced  than  clGevvhere  because  of  the 
necessity  of  doing  more  plowing  in  the  spring  when  the  peak  load  in  many  in- 
stances v/as  alr^^ady  t»o  heavy.    More  rain  than  usual  has  retarded  the  work 
over  much  of  that  area.    The  fact  that  farmers  generally  have  been  linablc  to 
gee  their  corn  in  is  evidence  of  the  retarded  spring  v/ork. 

"In  spite  of  all  handicaps  it  is  estimated  that  the  clean-up  by 
Government  forces  v/ill  be  less  than  had  been  anticipated,  even  in  the  more 
difficult  territory.    This  compulsory  clean-uf  in  sirae  areas  v/ill  be  prac- 
tically negligible  while  in  others  it  may  acatunt  to  more  than  I'S  per  cent. 
Without  any  question  the  attitude  of  95  per  cant  tf  the  farmers  is  favorable. 
With  average  weather  conditions  they   vill  yrt  c»me  through  with  a  good  reord. 

"In  the  Ohi«»  area  particularly,  farmers  with  their  families  msy 
be  observed  picking  up  stubble.    Light  showers  fail  tj  stop  them.     In  Ohio  the 
heavily  infested  territory  along  lake  Eric  and  the  ftastem  part  *f  the  State 
has  about  completed,  a  very  thorough  j«b  of  corn-b-^rer  control.    Ev«n  in  the 
region  •f  heavy  orn  acreages,  particularly  through  Seneca  Co;mty  and  adjoin- 
ing territory,    the  clean-up  ifi  now  better  than  80  per  cent.    Renewed  activity- 
in  the  so-called  marginal  counties  in  0hi»  is  reported,  as  the  determined  pui'- 
pose  of  regulatory  forsuBs  is  being  realized.    The  fact  that  every  farmer,  -re- 
gardless tf  who  he  is,  will  be  expected  to  clean  up  or  have  it  done  for  him 
by  Government  forces,  has  been  the  stimulating  influence  on  m.any  wh»  may  have 
heretofore  doubted  the  sincerity  tf  the  Government.     Some  may  have  lost  sight 
of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  crrn  borer  the  Government  is  after  aiid  n^t  the 
farmer. 

"Not  only  in  0hi»  but  in  Michigan,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Rev/  York,  reports  wf  splendid  progress  during  the  past  tv/»  v/eeks  have  ©ome  in, 

"The  educational  prtgrara  has  been  v/ell  received  by  the  fr-rmers 
generally,  and  they  express  their  appreciation  not  only  in  words  but  in  their 
determination  to  produce  a  thorough  voluntary  clean-up  before  June  1." 

EDUCATIONAL     About  30  v/crkers  from  the  Ohio  College  of  Agriculture,  including 
CONEEElEircS       the  research  staff  fr<m  the  experiment  station  at  V/coster  and  tho 
IN  OHIO  teaching  and  extension  staffs  at  Col-ambus,  met  Friday,  May  13,  to 

discuss  the  corn-borer  situation.    The  agronomy  men  reported  that 
the  c^rn  and  oat  acreage  would  be  somcv/aht  reduced  this  year  and  alfalfa,  sugar 
beets,  and  possibly  soy  beans  increased.     Soy  beans  fit  in  well  in  rotation 
between  corn  and  oats,  but  before  they  are  pushed  a  better  market  should  be 
found.     Livestock  men  reported  that  there  will  probably  l»e  increases  in  the 
sheep  business.    The  corn-borer  situation  will  not  affect  general  dairymen 
much,  but  hog  raisers  v/ill  feel  it  most  SeriousAy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  conference.  Dean  Vivian  said  that  the 
corn-borer  menace  is  the  m^ost  serious  problem  ever  confi-onted  ky  the  college 
or  exporiacnt  station  workers  and  that  immediate  steps  should  *e  taken  by  them 
to  provide  necessary  answers  to  farmers'  questions  regarding  c-orn-borer  control 
and  farming  ujndcr  control  conditions.

In  commenting:  on  the  conference,  L.  R.  Simons,  assistant 
to  lilr,  Farrell  in  educational  work,  emphasized  the  importance  of  devoting 
attention  to  farm-management  pro"blems  in  the  corn-borer  area,    Ke  said, "I 
"believe  farm-management  work  is  most  important  and  will  fiimish  the  balance 
wheel  to  the  many  changes  which  may  later  be  recommended." 

EUUCATIONAL  WORK  Feeling  that  the  week  of  lilay  15,  follov.lng  the  serving  of 
III  OHIO  COU^mZTS    notices  on  farmers  and  the  beginning  of  the  coirrpulsory 

clean-up,  would  be  a  critical  time  in  the  cainpaign,  II.  C. 
Ramsower,  Director  of  the  Ohio  Extension  Service,  called  together  extension 
specialists  and  workers  for  immediate  work  in  the  corn-borer  area.    It  was 
felt  that  the  county  agents  in  the  control  area  would  now  be  faced  with  pe- 
culiar problems  difficult  to  handle  and  that  the  college  v/orker  could  he  of 
marked  assistance  in  handling  these  problems.     The  State  was  divided  into 
districts  so  that  each  v/orker  would  have  about  five  counties  to  visit.  In 
order  that  they  might  have  the   .latest  information  on  the  campaign  they  met 
with  I.Tr.  Worthley  at  Toledo  on  Monday,  May  16,  before  starting  out  to  the 
counties , 
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
